
REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



j^^^^aftpplicant. responds herein to the Office Action dated March 30, 2005. 

The Examiner has objected to the drawings. Reconsideration of the objection is respectfully 
requested. 

Since the claims do not, as now amended, include the feature of the setting means decreasing the set 
memory capacity when the judgment means judges that it is impossible to transmit the recorded information, 
it is respectfully submitted that this ground, which was named as the basis for the Examiner' s objection, (see 
Office Action, page 4), has been overcome, and, thus, the objection has been overcome. 

The disclosure has been objected to based upon unamended claims 9- 1 0 and 1 7-20. It is respectfully 
requested that the objection be reconsidered. 

Claims 9- 1 0 and 1 7-20 have been canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer, and new claims 2 1 -26 
have been added so that the cited features are no longer included in the claims. Thus, the objection to the 
disclosure has been overcome. . 

Claims9, lOand 17-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. Reconsideration of the 
rejection is respectfully requested. 

Claims 9-10 and 1 7-20 have been canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer, and new claims 2 1 -26 
have been added. Claims 21-26 do not include the feature of "decreasing the set memory capacity when it 
is judged that it is impossible to transmit the recorded information," (Office Action, page 5, lines 9-10), 
indicated by the Examiner to be the basis for the rejection. 

Regarding the Examiner's suggestion that Applicant add a further figure to the drawings, Applicant 
has instead enclosed proposed amendments to Figs. 3 and 4, which the Applicant respectfully submits 
accomplish the aim of the Examiner in proposing an additional drawing. See the parenthetical text in Step 
S08 ofFig.3andin Fig. 4. 

In view of the foregoing remarks, the allowance of claims 21-26 is respectfully requested. 
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Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the application, allow claims 21-26 
and pass this case to issue.
